tmeh officea ro.-nj.!ctivi»ly, until tlie first Monday 
in January in the year iSSH. 


This resolution will bo passoj upon by 


the coming Ziogislatun*, mid will, ot 
conrao, bo . ratified, arid .then submitted 
to the people at the fail election of 1892, 
when county officers, members of tho 
Assembly and dm^rM.-tmon will be vot- 
ed tor. Jfrgaod deal of importance will 
ba attached to this amendment to the 
coastitutiou-for the following reasons: 


There would be no election iu the fall 


of 1883. 


The State officers just elected would 


hold over until the first of January 1833. 


The county ollieers and Assemblymen 


elected iu 1932 would hold their offices 
until the first Mouday of January, 1383. 


At the election of 18St, State Senators, 


Assemblymen,

for, the State oflicera and tho Senators 
to hold for the term of four years, and 
the county officers and Assemblymen to 
hold for two years.

beneficial and economical than wmtia 


sessions.

tiful than anything her husband ever 
wvi'.r.-i. Colors and material, stylo, blond- 
ing shades and contrasting liil's of color, 
nri! nil in tho perfection of good taste. 
No man can improve upon that. But it 
isn't (Unshed. When it is completed ns 
far as the skill of tho dressmaker can fin- 
ish it, and it is put on, it lias to bo 
pinned. Somewhere; snmotimca in two 
or three, often iu half a do/on places. 
Tt always requires a pin. Leave, out tlio 
pin and the dress is nil awry somewhere.

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Saturn's Rings. 


We had a viow of Saturn a few evenings 


since through tho flno telescope in Mr. 
Soagrave's private observatory, that will 
long be remembered for its exceeding 
beauty. Iho night is rarely favorablo 
for etar-gazing, tho definition perfect and 
tho atmosphere serene. The picture is 
ono of surpassing loveliness, tho most 
subcrb telescopic scone in the heavens, 
Tho orb is resplendent in coloring, bluish 
at tho poles, pale yellow elsewhere, 
crossed by two creamy central belts, ana 
flecked with spots 'that suggest light 
scudding clouds, There is no appear- 
ance of a flattened disc, but tho rounded 
outlines of a sphere, seeming about the 
size of tlio full nioon, stand out in bold 
relief against the azure blackness of tho 
sky. Around this softly glowing center 
extend the wondrous rings, opening wide 
their . encircling arms and cradling the 
planet in their protecting embrace. Every 
detail of tlio complex ring system is 
sharply defined and vividly painted on 
tho celestial canvas. The outer and tho 
inner rings, the dusky ring, tho space 
between tho outer and inner rings and 
even tho division in the outer ring ore 
plainly visible, while six of tho eight 
moons dot tho dark sky with points of 
golden glow. The six moons wo see— 
ono of thorn is larger than Mercury— 
circle nround their primary within au 
extreme span of four million miles. Tho 
beautiful rings lie within the path of tho 
nearest moon and span u epaeo of about 
one hundred and seventy-six thousand 
miles. Thc narrow dark space between tho 
inner and outer rings, is seventeen hun- 
dred miles broad, nnd tlio dusky or third 
ling extends nine thousand miles within 
tlje inner or second ring.—Providence- 
Journal.

Dogs and Their Masters, 


At the meeting which has just taken 


place at Oantzic of the two Emperors 
who between them sway half Europe, 
there is mention of the fact that Prince 
Bismarck arrived to attend the inter- 
view "accompanied by his short hand 
writer and his famous dog." 
The im- 


age of the "Iron Chancellor" who has 
welded long-divided Germany into ono 
Empire will go down to posterity not 
quite solitary in its sternness. 
Be- 
side him will always stand the noble 
beast whom he has loved, and who, it 
is said, has more than once saved his 
life. 


Perhaps, as Schopenhauer, with his 


candid vanity, remarked of himself, "It 
is always lonely upon the heights." A 
philosopher who is bored by the folly 
of his human neighbors, a poet who is 
disgusted with the vulgarity of man- 
kind, a king, or great noble, who is 
weary of the toadyism of his courtiers, 
doubtless may all find relief in the 
dumb companionship of some faithful 
hound, who troubles his master with no 
stupid remarks or petty gossip, and 
whose flattery is free from suspicion of 
any deeper interest adness than may 
arise from covetousness of a biscuit or 
ambition for a bone. The greatest Sov- 
ereign on earth may safely unbond with 
his, dog, and neither fear to raise insa- 
tiable hopes nor to provoke dangerous 
jealousies, unless it be in less fortunate 
canine minds. Even this slight incon- 
venience ma}* bo removed when, as in 
the case of one of the Queen's favorites 
— a splendid Dachsund— the animal is 
perfectly dignified and rigid in his de- 
meanor that he keeps all Her Majesty's 
inferior Jerriers and colleys in meek 
subordination, and is himself generally 
known as the "Lord Chamberlain" of 
the canine Court. 
Perhaps it would not be too much to 
say that, as the Aryan race loved dogs 
more 
than the Semitic, so, among 


Aryans, the Anglo-Saxons have boon 
pre-eminent for the same sentiment. It 
is true we have among the Celts the dog 
of Llewellyn (though, alas! Professor 
Max MuUer, we believe, has ferreted 
pat that pleasant tale in another poem 
in early Sanscrit, leaving on us, in spite 
of Beddlegert, an unpleasant sense of 
mythical uncertainty) ; and among the 
French and Germans, besides the Dog of 
Montargis, we have innumerable glori- 
fied dogs of tradition and poetry. But 
the tone of, nine French writers out of 
ten, when they talk of dogs, reveals the 
hollownoss of Gallic regard for the loyal 
beast, which has not half enough of 
finesse and duplicity to suit the readers 
of MM. Balzac ct Cie. Good honest 
old Dumas (CaincJ might describe poor 
"Black" in simple and glowing colors; 
but in more recent French novels " tin 
mechant chien barbel," or " un detest- 
able petit canichc hargneux," is com- 
monly introduced solely to add a point 
of ridicule to the old simpleton or dis- 
agreeable woman whose steps it fol- 
lows. 


Truth must, be told, indeed, that 


dogs, with their wonderful habit of 
"growling like the thing they wor- 
ship." seem constantly to become, un- 
der French masters and mistresses, less 
single-minded than we find them, or — 
as a cruel canine critic has described the 
species "Chienloup," par eminence — 
"frivolous, volatile, interested, and 
wholly without conscientiousness." In 
the same way in Italy dogs are as a 
rule infinitely less useful than English 
dogs, and are often treacherous enough 
to receive caresses 
graciously, and 


afterward, when opportunity otters, to 
turn around and bite. But the very 
land of dogs, and the land wherein the 
dog receives most genuine honor, and 
himself rises to his noblest develop- 
ment of character, is unquestionably 
England. It is to be deplored that the 
greatest English poet never drew the 
character of n uoolo dog, and conde- 
scended to degrade his pen by the mis- 
erable caricature of Lannco's cur; but 
since Shakespeare's days our poets 
have done what in them lay to make 
up for the omission. Cowper, Walter 
Scott, Burns, Byron, Tennyson, tho 
two Brownings, and Matthew Arnold, 
have all been eminent dog lovers, and 
have written tender things of dogs, liv- 
ing and dead.

English history is full of records .of 


dogs— noble dogs of Charles I., and 
Kenelm , IMgby; pitifully faithful dogs, 
like the little _ creature which accom- 
panied -Mary Queen of Scotts to tho 
scaffold and laid itself down between 
the severed head and beautiful nock; 
silky spoiled favorites, like the spaniels 
of Charles II., and Diamond, the dog 
of Sir Isaac Newton, which gave that 
great philosopher a year's extra trouble 
by destroying his papers. We have 
materials for a book of " English Dogs 
of Dignity;" and, moreover, we have 
had in England (since the gaunt boar- 
hounds of Syndcrs arc rather wild 
beasts than dogs) tho one greatest 
painter of dogs whom the world has 
seen— Edwin Landseer, the Titian and 
•Vandyke of the canine race.— London 
Standard. •

Besieging the North Pole. 


An alliance otl'engive and dnfoiislvo 


agaiust the Polar regions ha.s been 
formed by tlio great nations of the 
earth. The campaign is to last two 
years, and is to be undertaken in con- 
cert and upon a systematic plan. The 
idea is to surround the North Pole 
region with a cordon of stations, work- 
ing harmoniously together. The United 
States will make Lady Franklin Bay 
their objective point on the one hand, 
and Cape Barrow on tlic other. Bussia 
takes Nova /cmbla and the month ol 
the Lena River; Holland is assigned to 
Diekson Haven; England to Fort Simp- 
son; Denmark to Godthaahm, in Green- 
land; Sweden to West Spitsbergen; 
Norway to Finmarken, and Austria to 
Jan Mayen Island. These ton stations 
Eortu a pretty close circle around the 
North Pole. From these stations it is 
expected the sledge journeys and othei 
surveys will be made. France goes to 
the South Pole, taking up a station 
at Cape Horn. 
.Germany was as- 


signed 
also 
to 
the " Southern 


hemisphere, 
with headquarters 
at 


South Georgia, but as yet has not 
signilied her willingness to join in tho 
enterprise; but there is an Italian expe- 
dition now in the Antarctic regions, arid 
it may, perhaps, take the placa of Ger- 
many. 
The principal object of thesa 


expeditions will be to ascertain the tea 
nature of the magnetic currents, and 
the causes of their disturbance. 
To 


accomplish 
this purpose, each sta- 


tion 
will 
bo 
furnished 
with all 


the necessary 
meteorological, 
mag- 


netic and 
other instruments, con- 


structed in exact agreement with each 
other. Every hour the indications will 
be noted down at all the stations, and 
on the 1st and 15th of .each month the 
indications of the various instruments 
will bo noted every live minutes, and on 
;hc same days one or more of the three 
magnetic elements—declination, hori- 
zontal intensity and inclination—will 
undergo one hour's examination, the in- 
dications being taken down every ten 
seconds. Until the laws that govern 
Jie magnetic currents are fully under- 
stood wo shall be ignorant of the cur- 
rents of the ocean and those of the at- 
mosphere. —Indianapolis Jon rnal.
